abou t seven -thirty o’clock this morn ­ 
in g. 
He did n ot hear the warn in g 
whistle of the car, accordin g to the 
testimon y at the coron er’s 
in qu est, 
u n til it was within five feet of him 
an d then made an attempt to get ou t 
of the way . 
Abou t the on ly wou n d 
which he received was a lon g u gly 
gash on his forehead where he was 
hit by the car. He was kn ocked sev­ 
eral feet to the n orth track an d died 
a few min u tes afterwards. 
The testimon y of all of -the wit­ 
n esses at the coron er’s in qu est shows 
that the tau lt for the acciden t lay s 
wholly 
with 
the 
victim. 
George 
Schrader, who was the motorman on 
the east-bou n d car du e here at 7 :20 
in the morn in g, which 
car 
killed 
Trader, testified that he passed the 
west-bou n d car, in charge of Con ­ 
du ctor James A. Riggs an d Motorman 
E. L. Jordan , du e here at 7 :09 in the 
morn in g, n ear the Dagler 
crossbar 
■o 
o 
an d abou t five hu n dred feet above the 
Spen cer street crossin g, where the 
acciden t happen ed. 
Clay ton Dagler, 
who was waitin g at the Dagler cross­ 
in g for the car to pass, testified to the 
same thin g. 
The ru mor was cu r­ 
ren t this morn in g that 
Trader had 
» lodged the west-bou n d ear an d had 
stepped in fron t of the east-bou n d 
car. 
This was proven to be false 
testimon y . 


Shrader testified that when his ear 
was within two hu n dred feet of the 
Spen cer street 
crossin g, he 
saw a 
man approachin g the track an d* su p­ 
posed that, of cou rse, he would get 
ou t of the way . He said that he was 
ru n n in g the car at a moderate rate 
of speed becau se he was ahead of 
time. 
Shrader said at the coron er’s 
in qu est that he 
whistled 
for the 
crossin g an d when he saw the man , 
gave several short blasts. 
He testi­ 
fied that he still believed that Trader 
wou ld get ou t of the way an d did 
n ot slew down . When the car was al­ 
most on the man , Shrader said that 
he gave several more short warn in g 
blasts, ex pectin g him to step back. 
In stead of that he 
came 
straight 
ahead an d when within a few feet of 
the man Shrader began to pu t on the 
brakes, whistlin g all the time. 
He 
said that the man n ever appeared to 
hear the whistle u n til the ear was 
within five feet of him an d then lie 
made an attempt to get ou t of the 
way . Bu t it was too late then an d he 
was hit an d kn ocked several feet to 
the n orth of the track. 
The ear was 
stopped 
within 
on e hu n dred 
feet 
from where the acciden t happen ed, 
iiecordin pf to tli? motorman . 
Lew Adams 
an d 
Will 
Toloday 
teamsters, who were sittin g on a hay 
wagon n ear the traction 
crossin g 
when the acciden t happen ed, 
also 
testified at the in qu est. 
They sab 
that Trader did n ot seem to hear the 
warn in g whistle of the car. 
They 
testified that it was their belief tha 
Trader was deaf. 
Toloday said that 
he spoke to Trader when he passec 
their wagon , bu t that he 
failed to 
an swer. 
Shrader also believes tha 
Trader was deaf. 
The members o 
the Trader family con ten d that Trad­ 
er’s hearin g wa s n ot affected.

sciou sn ess. 
He was removed to the 
home of his brother an d the coron er 
called. 
Trader’s body was hardly 
scratched or bru ised. 
His forehead 
seemed to be the on ly portion of his 
jody with which the car 
eame in 
con tact. 
Trader was a barber in 
Osgood, 
le is su rvived 
by a widow, 
on e 
dau ghter, Grace, on e son , George, Jr., 
both of whom are y ou n g an d live at 
bome an d on e older son , Theodore, 
who lives in Cin cin n ati, Ohio.

body will be shipped to Osgood for 
mrial.

"W hat Eu rope T hinks of Roose­ 
v elt” is the su bject of the rem arkable 
article, which, in part, is as follows: 
"Any nation wou ld be glad to reckon

u nlike the ex -President.” 
Mr. Brooks declares th at Mr. Roose- 
elt is a m an of ordinary endow m ents 
ex traordinarily dev eloped. 
"So far 
from being a geniu s,” asserts th is care­ 
fu l foreigner, "Mr. Roosev elt is a proof 
of how little geniu s has to do w ith an 
infinite 
capacity 
for taking pains.” 
Mr. Brooks once said in speaking of 
the form er president, "a pork bu tcher 
can u nderstand him .” 
Mr. Roosev elt 
has affirmed the sam e thing. 
It is as 
Brooks say s in his m agazine article 
Being fu ndam entally a healthily u n­ 
original and elem entary man, direct in 
all his actions, in his ch aracter and in­ 
stincts, and particu larly in his m ental 
processes, the sim plest and m ost ob­ 
v iou s ex planation of him is all bu t in­ 
v ariably the right one. 
T he ex -presi­ 
dent him self holds firmly and sincerely 
to the notion th at he is essentially a 
com m onplace person.” 
Com monplace or not, he has a way 
of reaching the common heart, and in 
all things he grips hand w ith the com­ 
mon citizen in the nam e of the com­ 
mon good.

Representatives of Men and General 


M anager Resulted in Clearing Up of 


M isunderstandings and the Creation 


of a W orking 
Basis on W hich to 


Conclude Peaceful Negotiations. 


Philadelphia. 
Ju ly 1 9.—A fter 
the 
joint com m ittee of the condu ctors’ and 
trainm en’s nu ions on the Pennsy lv ania 
lines east of P ittsbu rg had held con­ 
ferences w ith G eneral M anager M y ers 
of the railroad company , it was an­ 
nou nced by both sides th at a w orking 
basis had been agreed on, m any m is­ 
u nderstandings cleared u p and the 
likelihood of a walk-ou t in all proba­ 
bility av erted. 
Officers of the com pany said the road 
had not decided to m ake any increase, 
which position it has right along m ain­ 
tained. 
The u nion leaders of the con­ 
du ctors and trainm en, likewise, claim ­ 
ed th at they had been entirely su ccess­ 
fu l in getting the com pany to adopt 
su ch w orking conditions as the men 
had been contending for. 
The following statem ent was issu ed 
by the com pany afte r the conferences: 
"At the conference betw een General 
M anager M y ers and 
the com m ittee 
representing the trainm en and condu c­ 
tors em ploy ed on the lines of the P enn­ 
sy lv ania east of P ittsbu rg, Mr. M y ers 
again reiterated the com pany 's posi­ 
tion, ex plaining in detail ju st wh’at the 
com pany wou ld do. 
“At a later conference the m en ac­ 
cepted the general m anager’s plan, 
w hich in effect was th at the com pany 
wou ld pu t into effect conditions, in­ 
clu ding a m inim u m day , as detailed in 
the New York C entral aw ard, leav ing 
the com pany ’s high rates stand, bu t 
not increasing them by m aking a ten- 
hou r day apply to the rates wThich 
w ere m ade to fit an elev en- and twelv e- 
hou r day .” 
"The cru x of the dispu te.” ex plain­ 
ed a Pennsy lv ania official, “was w heth­ 
er the company wou ld pay for a ten- 
hou or day w hat it now pay s for an 
elev en-hou r day , nam ely , $4 .04 . This 
the com pany absolu tely refu sed to do, 
bu t agreed as it said all along it wou ld 
agree to do, to pay $3 .63 for a ten-hou r 
day , allow ing all higher rates for long­ 
e r day s to stand as they are now. 
This has been the principal bone of 
contention right along and the com­ 
pany long ago signified its intention 
and w illingness to accept the $3.63 for 
a ten-hou r day , according to the new 
aw ard of th e eastern federation of the 
trainm en. 
T he trainm en ex plained th a t the 
m isu nderstanding to which they hav e 
referred for the past few day s con­ 
cerned this v ery prov ision, and they 
say it was becau se of the m isu nder­ 
standing on this point th at they re­ 
qu ested m eetings. 
They said th at the 
com pany had m isu nderstood them and 
th a t they had nev er sou ght to be paid 
$4.04 for a ten-hou r day . 
The u nion men contended th at all 
they had sou ght was the consent of 
the com pany to m ake a ten-hou r day 
the minim u m basis of pay ing wages, 
thereby abolishing the present sy stem 
of pay ing its m en a fraction of a day ’s 
wage for a fraction of a day ’s serv ice.

kindly fashion as he w ru ng Mr. Can­ 
non’s hand. 
As for Uncle Joe, he 
looked u p w ith a tw inkle in his ey e 
and told him w hat he thou ght abou t 
insu rgents in general. 
N ot once did the talk tak e on a per­ 
sonal natu re. 
Both the speaker and 
the insu rgent editor-au thor w ere in the 
best of hu mor. 
They parried on the 
tariff qu estion: they railed each other 
on th at which confronts the Am erican 
people, and each sm iled as the other 
was su ccessfu l in "com ing back.” 
“W e’ll not hav e rev ision dow nw ard 
so long as ’Uncle Joe’ eannonizes,” 
v olu nteered W hite. 
"Soon w e’ll hav e a red headed insu r­ 
gent nov el w ith Vic M u rdock as the 
hero, inflicted on the people by one 
W illiam Allen W hite." was the good- 
natu red rejoinder. 
At th a t m om ent a 
m essenger arriv ed. 
T earing open the 
telegram . Speaker Cannon read it with 
a boy ish grin. 
“I knew he’d do it. all 
the tim e,” he said. 
Then he read a 
telegram from the east in which the 
statem ent 
was 
m ade 
th at 
Colonel 
R oosev elt will indorse P resident T aft’s 
adm inistration before he leav es on his 
speaking tou r. 
Speaker Cannon re­ 
plied to Senator B ristow ’s attack on 
the ru bber schedu le in his speech in 
the afternoon. 
W hen he arose to 
speak he again felt the effects of the 
heat, and C ongressm an M iller had to 
apply ice to his neck. 
He show ed no 
signs of collapse, howev er, and con 
elu ded his talk.
